Rallread Rolling Stock at Fairs. 
Ane feature is being inaugurated at Fairs 
when the Railroad companies come foward with 
their rolling stock, and place their engines and 
cars in the attractions at 
the National Fair in this city were the contribu- 
tions from the Michigan Central, Illinois Cer, 
tral, and Chicago Burlington & Quincy Rail 
roads. To several of these we at the time de- 
voted some space as was their due. In all such 
eases io this railroad age, the rolimg stock sub- 
mitted comes to less than the same extent a“ 
formerly from the great manufactories, and 
general car-sbops. 

When the lines were new it was necessary 
that their rolling stock be sought from the 
general manufacturers, and Eastern built cars 
and locomotives formed the first outfit on ell 
the roads. On the greater and more important 
thoroughfares a new and succeeding era bas 
dawned. The railroad repair shops have 
become the Locomotive and Car building 
works. The master mechanic has in his charce 
not merely the res oring and rejuvenating the 
rollisg stock from the vicissitudes of duily use» 
bat also and more notably the creating new and 
improved styles and classes. 

Thus the appearance and utility of the cars 
and engines, and the general progressiveness 
which marks them in construction, has come to 
be a part of railway management and the pride 
of railway managers. The Illinois Central Rail- 
way Company in this city, are an instance of 
this kind. The Michigan Central have a road 
entirely and splendidly equipped, from their 
own shop, at Detroit. The Michigan Southern 
at Adrian and at Laporte, have very extensive 
establishments. The Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy Railroad management is also of the same 
progressive class, with a specialty which it is 
successfully working to the advantage of all 
the we refer, of course, to their extensive 
experiments, and now almost exclusive adop- 
tion of coal burning engines.

We give place to considerable matter in this 
issue of the PRESS AND TRIBUNE, concerning | 
the life, character and dying moments of the 
4ate Senator Broderick. We can easily under- 


fire? It will not do to say thatthe act 
ol refusing a challenge might endanger his in- 


fluence, when it is manifest that the 
acceptance of it endangers life, and 


that only in the rarest instances does a man's 
death give-an impetys to the principle which 
he represents. That Broderick is essentially a 
martyr to his anti-slavery impulses is no doubt 
true. But the defence of his last act must be 
found in the deficiencies of his early education, 
and in his long association with fighting men 
rather than in a well-balanced view of the ad- 
‘vantages to right priociple, likely to be se- 
cured by standing up to be shot at. 
Perhaps the commonly received opinion of 
_ Mr. Broderick, up to the time of his betrayal 
by Gwin, may be incorrect. As already ex- 
pressed in these columns, it means that he car- 
ried the system of using money for political 
edvancement to the extent of utterly squander- 
ing his large fortune before he obtained 
This’ seat in the Senate. Common people 
C400 u OTIDETy amu Dut Lia Ateudo 
_ allege that his position in the Democratic par- 
ty as the antagonist of fire-cating gang led by 
_ Gwin, Weller and Latham, was such that 
nothing but money could overthrow them— 
that the fact of his mongy being used to ad- 
vance his own interest goes for nothing when 
we consider that he was the representative 
man of the free-soil Democracy of California 
and that his success was the success of the 
free soil principle. That the practice of bribing 
mon to do right when other means failed was 
followed by William of Orange, and has ever 
been defended by the liberal historians and 
statesmen of England. That the devil must 
be fought with fire, etc., etc. We are not suf- 
ficiently familiar with California politics to pass 
judgment either on the alleged necessities of

@ square and fair knock-down, breaking sev- 
eral ribs, and otherwise putting Douglas hors 
de combat. It is said that Stephen A. is pre- 
paring a rebutter to the rejoinder; but it will 
not, probably, avail him. Black is, very clear - 
ly, an overmatch for him; he is longer in 
reach, a much heavier hitter, spars elegantly, 
counters scientifically, and in every respect is 
the superior pugilist. Douglas is probably en- 
* titled to the “belt” among the Democratic 
“light weights; but he is no match at all 
against a “heavy weight, such as Jerry Black, 
Douglas’ backers, trainers and bottle-holders 
are to blame for allowing their champion to be 
pitted against a fighter so much his superior | 
in strength, wind, and condition.

The Late Senator Broderick. 

A VINDICATION OF HIS CHARACTER. 
HIS LAST MOMENT:. 

A BIOGRAPHICAL REVIEW. 


Editors Press aod Tribune : 

In your remarks in this morning’s Press axp 
Tainxxx respecting the late duel between Sena- 
tor Broderick and Judge Terry, at San Francis- 
eo, California, it appears to me that you fail to 
do justice to the lamented Broderick ; although 
your estimate of his character may be the pop- 
ular one, it is far from correct. Mr. Broderick 
has no doubt been the “best abused” man in 
the country for several years past, and so much 
has been said against him by his enemies, that 
it is not at all singular that the public.should 
get an erroneous impression of the man. For 
several years while Senator Broderick wN en- 
gaged in that desperate pelitical struggle which 
resulted in his elevation to the U. S. Senate, I 
had the honor of an intimate persona! and po- 
litical acquaintance with him, and now that he 
has fallen a victim to that fearful vengeance 
which in his State pursues all lovers of freedom, 
I cannot resist the impulse of testifying to bis 
merit. 

While Iam no apologist for the practice of 
dueling, I can well understand how a law-maker 
even, may be compelled in that State to yield to 
a practice, which is established in a custom 20 
inexorable that it overrides all law. Strange as 
it may seem, the man who there fails to ac- 
knowledge the so-called code of honor, loses all 
moral foree of position, he becomes a hissing 
and a byword, and is at once stripped of influ- 
euce and position. 

Mr. Broderick was a man possessed of a high 
order of talent; asa legislator in the early his- 
tory of the State, and as President of the State 
Senate, he was noted for both ability and skill; 
and latterly in the U. S. Senate during the brief 
period he was there, he exhibited talents which 
marked him as arising man. His speech in ro- 
ply to Mudsil] Hammond was a manly, outspo- 
ken exposition of the fallacies of the argument 
of that fire-eating individual, who no doubt will 
remember the scathing eastigution he received 
on that occasion from the talented young Sena- 
tor from California. He acted almost uniformly 


in support of principles and measures dear to 


the great masses of the North, and always in 
opposition to the policy of James Buchanan, in 
his efforts to further the interests of Southern 
institutions. Senator Broderick has always 
been on the side of freedom, and not from inter- 
ested motives, but in obedience to the impulses 
of his great heart. 

Although nominally a Democrat, he was em- 
phatically a free soi! Democrat in his sympa- 
thies. Almost as soon as California was admit- 
ted into the Union with her free constitution, 
efforts were made by prominent Southern poli- 
ticians in that State to introduce slavery in 
some form or other. 

The system of *‘ Coolie labor” was resorted 
to; contracts were made with parties in China 
to furnish large numbers of Coolies, on contracts 
for a long term of years, at the nominal wages 
of six cents per day, and the State was about 
being flooded with that kind of servile labor, 
when Broderick, true to his instincts, denounced 
the whole system as being only slavery in ano- 
ther form; throttled the monster at once by 
procuring the passage of measures declaring all 
such contracts void, and inflicting penalties for 
landing Coolies under them. He bitterly op- 
posed and finally was instrumental iu procuring 
the repeal of a State law which authorized the 
owners of slaves brought into the State prior 
to the adoption of the Constitution to remove 
them within a prescribed time, and subject them 
again to servitude in the State from whence 
they came. That law was the first legislative 
recognition of the principles of the Dred Seott 
case. He denounced it then as an outrage, and 
after it had received the sanction of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States he still 
declared the dicta of no  bind- 
ing force, and condemned it with all the 
strong emphasis of his earnest nature. He has 
always been opposed to the efforts of the Slave- 
ocracy to divide the State of California, and in- 
troduce Slavery into the southern portion of it, 
and his opposition has been of that strong, de- 
termined character, which has provoked the 
most bitter hostility of the whole slave-driving 
crew. lle has been the man most hated and 
feared by them; they have sought to compass 
his death in many ways and have at last suc- 
ceeded. He was always regarded by them as 
the great obstacle to their machinations; he 
could neither be intimidated by their threats 
nor corrup*ed by bribes. If his course bad 
been dictated by -interested motives, he might 
long ago have reached the goal of his ambition 
by betraying the interests of freedom. J+ & 
well known by all who are converseas with Cal- 
ifurnia polities, that bi- was the great leading 
mind that directed and fostered the Free Soil 
elements in that State. Long before the Re- 
publican party had an existence, or before Colo- 
nel Baker, or any other maa wore prominent in 
the Republican ranks in California, bad taken 
their present position, Broderick opposed, with 
all his power, the efforts of the Slavery Exten- 
sionists in that direction ; and now that he has 
fallen his place cannot soon be supplied, for the 
reason that such bold, true men as he, are not 
easily found in that section. If found, it will 
be many years before they can pussibly get his 
position. In fact, it may be traly said, that in 
that State 

Freedom shricked when Broderick fell.“ 

His opposition to the Lecompton measures 
was no new-born zeal, geverated by his rupture 
with James Buchanan, but was the natural 
prompting of a steady purpose, which had ani- 
mated him from the first. No living man can 
point to the occasion when Mr. Broderick acted 
on the side of the slave power; he was always 
known as its implacable enemy; he bas long 
been a doomed man, and the wonder is that he 
had not been slain before. His death was un- 
doubtedly the result of a preconcerted plan to 
kill him at the close of the recent canvass. If 
he had escaped Terry, Gwin, or some other 
blood-thirsty enemy, would have called him to 
the field. 

You speak of his personal qualities as being 
such that“ none would care to imitate them.“ 
I must believe that you are misinformed in re. 
gard to them, for he was distinguished for his 
manliness, true courage, integrity, benevolence, 
devotion to his friends, gentlemanly bearing and 
morality, notwithstanding he has had the repu- 
tation of being different from these. Those who 
kuew him best can testify that he was all I hare 
represented. He was guilty of none of the vices 
that were winked at by the prominent men of 
his day, and his whole life was'one well worthy 
of imitation. All the stories in respect to his 
rowdyism or connection with gambling institu- 
tions while in California, are well known to be 
base slanders. Doubtless he had his faults, but 
they were not of a glaring character, and were 
greatly overshadowed by bis good qualities. 

I have said this much, that honor may be 
given where it belongs, and that a true friend of 
freedom should have his meed of praise, al- 
though fighting under colors different from our 
own, J. T. A.

A Tribute to David C. Broderick. 
Frou the San Francisco Timea, Sept. 14th.) 

In the vear 1849 there came, among the crowd 
of adventurers to California, from the city of 
New York, a young mau by the name of David 
C. Broderick. In that eity he had achieved 
some reputation as a local political leader, but 

beyond that he was totally unknown. 
come up from the lower walks of life, and was 
sseased of none of the graces of manners, 
none of the winning and popular qualities that 
secure to their possessor the support and appro- 
bation of the masses. But he had far-reaching 
sagacity, and an intuitive perception and knowl- 
edge of men. He saw that here was the field to 
make money, and that money was power. His 
ambition was of the loftiest kind. He bent his 
whole energies to acquire a name and fame. 
With no relation on earth to whom he was at- 
tached, no taste for the amusements that charm 
the multitude, he lived from first to last an aus- 
cetic, bent only on doing his duty, so that he 
should leave an bonorable and honored name 
on the os of hi With this idea as the 
overning principle of his life, he entered the 
liste in the struggle for pre-eminence in Cali- 
fornia. How well he succeeded is now known 
to us all, 

Of the early efforts that were made to give a 
peculiar shade to the politics of California, it is 
not now the time to speak at length. It is well 
known that Mr. Broderick at the start encoun- 
tered the most persecuting opposition from the 
pro-slavery politicians, who from the first 
seemed to look on California as their peculiar 
heritage. Mr. Broderick was the first obstacle 
they had to encounter in opposition to their un- 
disputed sway. He was from first to last the 
head and front of the opposition to the South- 

‘ero chivalry. And never before in the history 
of man was an individual so belied, slandered 
and abused. But he firmly held to his post, 
and fought them at every position. 

It is well known that in the times of the old 
Whig party it was in California but undotber 
name fora Southern party. Its candidates were 
uniformly Southern pro-slavery men, end a 
strong effort was made to render the Demo- 
cratic party cqaally servile to Southern leaders. 
And so it would have become but for Mr. Brod- 
erick. He stood up for the people of the North, 
and the party was accordingly divided into the 
Northern and Southern factions. When the 
Koow Nothing party was established here it 
was as intensely chivalry as ever bad been the 
Whig party, aud until the year 1556 there was 
no other party, or faction of a party, claiming 
to bave any regard for the rights of Northern 
people in this State, or belong anything above 
the servile tools and sycophants of Southern 
politicians, than the Broderick Democracy. He 
stood by the North, He stood by the — 
who loved freedom and hated slavery. Ile was 
their champion, their iggder; and for years he 
was hunted with all the vindictive bate and 
bloodthirstiness of a bloodhound by the cut- 
throat politicians of the South, until, to seal 
their victory over the North in the late election, 
they have tried to take his life and forever si- 
lence an opposition which they feared. 

In many of the qualities that go to make up a 
great man, Mr. Broderick was without à peer in 
the United States. His administrative powers 
were of an order never excelled, His field for 
the exercise of them was the worst possible, it 
being only as a party leader that he was ever 
enabled toshow his power. But who could ever 
manage a * like him? He was always re- 
cognized by all who acted with him as the king, 
the leader, whose will was to be supreme, and 

t before whom all others must bow. Hence, he 
could enter a Convention with a minority, and 
dictate every nomination. When he made a 
motion, every man of bis party followed bis 
lead, and while the opposition was confused by 
a dozen leaders, he was seconded by all his 
friends as unbesitatiugly as ever was Napoleon 
or Wellington. 

For ten years Mr. Iroderick has been the 
Mordecai in the gate, the lion in the path, the 
beam in the eye of the Southern politicians. 
He has stood up fearlessly in opposition to 
them, and, to their shame be it spoken, has 
been but poorly supported b the men of the 
North. But of that not now. He had a giant’s 
will, and though unsupported by those who 
should have been his frends, be stood mantully 
to his post, and there was ready to die. 

The editor of this paper for a long time was 
on the most intimate personal relations with 
Mr. Broderick. Perhaps there was none more 
o in the country. He sustained him when he 

was contending for the rights of the North 
against fearful odds, and he has justified his 
course while United States Senator, though by 
so doing he has received the condemnation of 
party frends for bestowing the meed of praise, 
that, they could not deny, was well deserved. 
During a long personal intimacy he can recol- 
lect no act unworthy of a man—nothing that 
either party would object to having the world 
informed of. He has walked the streets for 
hours with him when the world was wrapped 
in slumber, and conversed on every conceivable 
subject, but has never known him to give ex- 

ression to alow or ignoble thought. He was 

is triend, and that he was bis friend, knowing 
him so well, he will cherish with pride his mem- 
ory till the last. 

Of those attributes which Mr. Broderick 
sessed that most commanded the respect of the 
multitude, has been his known personal bravery. 
He was literally without fear, and the quality of 
courage is respected of all men. Another quali- 
ty that was calculated to command the respect 
of all men, was his attachment to principle. He 
never had occasion to explain or judtify incon- 
sistencies. He was always true to his convic- 
tions,’ and without Tear expressed his senti- 
ments. It was principle, guided by a high am- 
biuon, that has been his ruling motive. He felt 
that he had a sacred duty to perform, and has 
long been aware that he would probably be mur- 
dered if he persisted in his course of duty.

The funeral of Broderick took place on the 
afternoon of the 19th. The remains were fol- 
lowed to the grave by about 3,000 persons, form- 
ing, with the carriages, the longest and most 
impressive procession ever witnessed in San 
Francisco. The streets were densely thronged, 
aud the buildings along the line of the proces- 
sion were dra in mourning: Col. E. D. 
Baker delivered the funeral oration.
